4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Liang et al patent (5,292,422) is directed to modules for electrodeionization 
apparatus. The Li et al patent (6,190,528) is directed to helical electrodeionization apparatus and 
is described in paragraph [0006] of applicant's specification. The Inoue patent (5,593,560) is 
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directed to a fluid filtering device. As shown in figure 12, for example, electrical contact is made 
to a filter element using charging spring 16. The Andelman patent is directed to separation 
apparatus in which electrical contact is made through graphite rods 12atached to spring 11. See 
figure 4B. The DeKock et al patent (6,787,046) is directed to liquid filtration apparatus. 
Electrical contact is made using terminal plates 60 and 66. See figure 4. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Electrodeionization 
apparatus such as that shown by the Li et al patent and discussed in paragraph [006] of the 
specification is known. The prior art does not disclose of suggest electrodeionization apparatus 
which includes an electrode enclosed within an inner side wall of a shell and an electrical contact 
plate attached along the inner wall, the electrical contact being conductively connected to the 
electrode to transfer current to the electrode.
